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A room (otberwiso knowD a'j laboratory) is assigned to 
each anbject in -wbicli the subject instructor Coi specialist) 
sits. It is furnished iiith necessary equipment and labora- 
tory yraphs of all classes tor that subject. Without consult* 
ing the pupils’ graph, the instructor gets from laboratory 
graphs a bird’s-eye-view of the position of the work of each 
)>oy and comes to know which boys arc falling behind. 
Laboratory graphs show at a glance cxacU> w hat progress 
each pupil has made in any given subject, and wliethcr any 
special help or instruction is necessary. They arc equally 
valuablo to the pupil who can compare his aelnovcmcnt with 
that of his fellow pupils.^ Iiaboratory graphs .trc of dififereiit 
colours for diUcrent classes. 

Each boy is given a contract graph by the I’rincipal. 
This graph, which is of the same colour for cacti class as 
laboratory graph, is a sort of chart witli a column for each 
subject. Each column is divided iuto 20 parts representing 
units. The graph contains a contract (or promise) also, 
which the hoy signs, promUiug to finish the assignments iu 
each subject within a montli. This develops a sense of 
dignity and responsibility. 

The boy takes this graph, signs the couiracL, and goc'i 
to dio laboratories. Hu is free to follow his inclination. U.« 
may enter any laboratory ho likes. If a boy finds thi 
laboratory of his choice already full, ho is aJvisol to go L 
another, so as to lose no timev Suppose he goes to th< 
English Ijahoratory, and works through an unit or two 
Uo takes out tho books from the library and if be feci 
any difficulty ho consults tho Instructor. When he think 
bo is tired, or feels ho has done enough for tbo day in tha 
subject, ho marks in tho column for English in hU graph th' 
number of units he has done, and takes it to the instroctu 
who puls his initials on tho graph as well as in tho note boo

There arc guardians and critics who arc not satisRo-l 
with a new system unless tliey see immediate and concrete 
results. They forget that cdacation is after all a process of 
evolution, and is often slow and imperceptible. The progress 
that a boy Biakes in a limited period can uot ha easily de- 
iiion<-tratcd. Tins is specially so in the case of formation of 
habits and character. The Dalton Plan is after aU a system 
and is by no means * iicrfcct ’ and ‘ fooUproof.’ Neither it is a 
panacea for ail the ills of school life. AU that is claimed 
for it is that it is more rational and better adopted to tlic 
nature of boys. If it lias been sucoessfally adopted ia 
America, England, Austialia, New Zealand, and so many 
European countries, there is uo reason why it should not 
proro a success in this country. I firmly believe it will 
prove not only a success, but a boon to our boys who are 
mostly over-strained and over-worked.
